Washington, D. C., Aug. 4.—[Special.J—A

The resolution 
will provide that all boots and shoes made 
of cattle hides and calfskin shall pay a duty 
of 10 per cent ad valorem, and all harness, 
saddles, and saddlery made of the same ma- 
terial shall pay a duty of 20 per cent.

PRELATE LEADS |ATTACK. 


Bishop Canevin Blames Drink 
Traffic for Divorce and Many 
Evils; Parade Is 
Spectacular, 


Attacking liquor as the foe of the Roman 
Catholic church, the cause of poverty, degre- 
dation, and divorce, 5,000 members of the 
Catholic Total Abstinence unjon of America 
last night lined up in battle array in the Audi- 
torium theater and threw down the temper- 
ance gauntiet to the champions of the sa- 
loons and the breweries. 
the beginning of a three days! session of the 
thirty-ninth annual convention of the or- 
ganization. 

Probably tne most spectacular feature of 
the gathering was a great parade of tem- 
perance societies in the evening. Preceded 
by Capt. Healy and a cordon of mounted 
police, it was impressive in every detail. 
With several bands, two fife and drum corps 
Playing My Maryland.“ and long lines of 
marchers with banners and flags of tem- 
perance, the parade aroused the enthusiasm 
of thousands of spectators who crowded on 
each side of Michigan boulevard. Hundreds 
of automobiles carrying young women mem- 
bers of temperance organizations followed in 
the rear of the marching line. 

Following the parade, which reached from 
Twentieth street to Jackson boulevard, the 
adherents of total abstinence filled the big 
auditorium to overflowing. 

The principal address of the evening was 
delivered by Bishop J. F. Regis Canevin of 
Pittsburg, who spoke on The Observance 
of Sunday,“ scoring violators of the Sabbath 
as people who set at naught all divine law. 


Heaps Blame on Sunday Saloon. 
Bishop Canevin especially) deplored the 
Sunday saloon, which he declared was respon- 
sible for much of the crime committed in 
the cities. Liquor, he declared also, was the 
cause of 20 per cent of the divarces, dnd most 
of the poverty with which the country at 


present has to deal. 

It is time that public opinion should be 
aroused, said the speaker, to the enormous 
cost which the country is paying for its in- 
dulgence in liquor. When it is known that 
more than 20 per cent of the divorces of this 
lend are caused directly by liquor and the 
saloon ie it any wonder that the Catholic 
church and every other church is fighting the 
cause? 

“TI noticed recently that an article in THE 
TRIBUNE stated that the 8,000 saloons of 
Chicago contributed more than 75 per cent 
of the criminals of the city and cost the mu- 
nicipality yearly more than $5,000,000 for the 
care of the saloon products. This is suffi- 
cient to arouse the country to the biggest 
problem with which it ever had to deal. It is 
time we were having an awakening. 

And the Sunday saloon is the greatest 
evil. In this country there are tendencies 
and influences at work to bring about the 
desecration of Sunday and the degradation of 
the laboring classes. Greed for gain lies at 
the bottom of the movement. The increasing 
disregard of the Lord's day is one of the signs 
of the materialistic spirit and godlessness of 
our times. 


No Time for Rest or Prayer. 

„% Work, and pleasure, and material prog- 
ress are made of supreme importance, and 
the mad sacrifice of everything for wealth 
proceeds on Sundays as if the laboring men 
and women had no Sabbath, no public wor- 
ship to offer, no bodies to rest, no souls to 
save. Against this unnecessary labor, this 
atheistic profanation of the Lord's day, this 
paganizing and brutalizing of the laborer, the 
Temperance union should resolutely use its 
power. 

„ We must help to educate the working- 
men to preserve their rights and dignity. 
We must reach unions, societies, homes, and 
individuals, and educate men to refuse to 
perform unnecessary labor on Supday; to 
refuse to enter a Sunday saloon or any other 
kind of @ saloon, for that matter; to avoid 
the destructive system of socialism ad athe- 
lem; to assist at divine services, and in every 
way to keep the Lord's day holy.“ 

Bishop Canevin was followed by the Rev. 
James M. Reardon of St. Paul, Minn., who 
spoke on The Catholic Church and the 
American Saloon,” and the Rev. Ulrich 
Mueller, president of the Ohio state union, 
who spoke on The Total Abstinence Move- 


ment.“ 


Parade Proves Great Spectacle. 
The parade was one of the largest anti- 
liquor demonstrations whith ever has been 
witnessed in Chicago. It was estimated 
nearly 4,000 Catholics joined in the march. 
It required nearly half an hour for the march- 
ers to swing past the reviewing stand, the 
balcony of the Auditorium hotel, in which 
stood Bishop Paul P. Rhode, his staff, and a 
large delegation of the clergy. In divisions 
on foot, in tallyhos, carriages, and automo- 
billes, and with each division headed by a 
brass band the parade swung past the re- 
viewing stand, turned into Jackson boule- 
vard, marched down Wabash avenue, and 
disbanded. 

The thousands who marched in the pa- 
rade were but a part of the spectacle. Other 
thousands from three to six persone deep 
bordered the line of march between iwelfth 
street and Jackson boulevard. Grant park 
held several thousand spectators and the 
Logan monument, the best point of vantage, 
was a veritable hill of humanity. 

The parade was scheduled to start from 
Twentieth street and Michigan avenue at 
7:20 o’c but it was 4 half hour late in 
getting er way. An hour before the 
scheduled time the paraders, including mem- 
bers of Catholic societies and uniformed 
organizations, began to gather. Decorated 
vehicles, bands, and Catholic organizations 
lined Michigan avenue from Sixteenth street 
to Twenty-second street, where a squad 
of mounted police waited the signal of the 
Rev. D. J. Crimmins, grand marshal. At 
last shortly after 8 o ‘clock the signal for the 
start was given and the mounted police 
moved up the avenue. . after cele-

MRS. BESANT UNTANGLES LIFE 


Says She Has Key to Riddle That 
Puzzled Job and Omar. 


SOULS KEEP COMING BACK. 


Theosophist Declares All Must Work 
Up to Perfection. 


New York, Aug. 4.—Mrs. Annie Besant, the 
visiting exponent of theosophy, says she 
has solved the riddle that perplexed Job and 
drove Omar to divorce barren reason and wed 
the jocund daughter of the grape. The pres- 
ence of sin and suffering in the world, she 
told her auditors tonight, is to be explained 
by the hypothesis of reincarnation, a part 
of the cult she teaches. Neither of the other 
two theories of life into which she divided the 
creeds and philosophies of the world—the 
orthodox theory and the scientific or evolu- 
tionary—accounted for it, she said. 


Crowd Braves Rain for Lecture. 

The lecture was on ‘ Transmigration ” 
in the Masonic temple to an audience 
of more than 800 persons, who braved a rain 
which was almost tropical in its torrential 
Gownpour. It was the first of her public lec- 
tures on the trip she is making through the 
United States. Her admirers and followers 
were enthusiastic in their applause for her 
telling points. 

Mrs. Besant contended that every soul now 
on éarth came to it originally as a “‘ germina! 
soul.“ She declared that each of those who 
have climbed up to modern ways of living and 
of thought has passed through various 
stages, including savagery ‘and criminality. 

On that she based an impassioned plea for 
better and kindlier treatment of the criminal 
and undeveloped mentality of the world. 


Says All Souls Grow. 

Mrs. Besant asserted that transmigration 
meant “every human being in his state; his 
eternal nature is seed life from divine un- 
versal life.“ She said all souls grow on the 
other side in death, where they assimilate 
all the experiences of the life through which 
they have passed, all joys, sorrows, and suf- 
ferings—every kind of human experience— 
and that when such assimilation is tinished 
the soul comes back to earth again and again, 
probably hundreds and thousands of times. 

Having passed repeatedly through the 
gateway of death, the soul is built up into 
perfection and at last stands out as the image 
of the Divine Father. Then reincarnation 
is over. 


Takes Three Sample Cases. 

She illustrated three cases, one of a babe 
dying a few hours after birth; of a child born 
a criminal with no chance to be other thana 
criminal when grown into manhood, and of 
a transcendent genius whose long and aplen- 
did life adds glory to a nation. She declared 
orthodoxy said the baby would go to heaven, 
the criminal certainly would not go there 
because he wasn't even fit for éarthy and of 
course the genius went there straight. 

She said the babe had reason to complain 
that it never had the right to share in the 
blessings and sorrows of life; that the crim- 
inal never had a chance, and that the genius 
deserved no credit for his career because 
he simply exercised the talents God gave 
him at the start. 

She declared that genius is sterile and 
that the more intelligent human beings be- 
come the fewer are their offspring. Science, 
she said, is hopeless of explaining the three 
cases she had mentioned. 

Passing to transmigration, Mrs. Besant 
asserted that all difficulties were overcome. 
These souls simply are passing on to greater 
glory. The babe would live longer—hext 
time; the congenital criminal would be bet- 
ter next time, and the genius is well on his

Mrs. Tingley Wars on Mrs. Besant. 

Boston, Mass., Aug. 4.—[Special.}—Mrs. 
Katherine Tingley, head of the Universal 
Brotherhood and Theosophical society, who 
now makes her home at Newburyport, has 
declared open war on Mrs. Annie Besant, 
the English theosophist, and “ initiate ’’— 
to use the theosophical word, meaning a 
high degree of advancement. She has done 
this coincident with the arrival of Mrs. Be- 
sant in America and on the eve of her visit 
to Boston by means of a pamphlet by J. H. 
Fussell, which attacks Mrs. Besant violently. 

Mr. Fussell is secretary of Mrs. Tingley's 
society and formerly was private secretary 
to the late Willlam Q. Judge, who suc- 
ceeded Mme. Blavatsky as head of the 
world theosophists. His writing, which is 
dated July 24, at Point Loma, Cal., was is- 
pued yesterday. His position and the con- 
trasting manner in which he refers to Mrs. 
Tingley and Mrs. Besant makes it apparent 
that in his attack he speaks for Mrs. Ting- 
ley. 

Leadbeater Case Is Cause. 

In the pamphlet he reviews the case of C. W. 
Leadbeater, who was tried bythe society for 
alleged immoral conduct and allowed to re- 
sign, and calls attention to the fact that Mrs. 
Besant, within two years, has referred to 
Leadbeater as my friend and fellow in- 
itiate,”’ 

Most of the contents of the pamphlet are 
unprintable in a newspaper, and after this 
publication any reconciliation between Mrs, 
Tingley and Mrs. Besant would seem to be 


hopeless. 


TWENTY-SIX INFANTS DIE 
DURING PERIOD OF HUMIDITY. 


Health Department Reports Show Dis- 
tressing Mortality as Result of the 


Hot Weather Spell. 


The effect of the latest spell of hot weather 
in Chicago was seen in the official death rec- 
ord for yesterday. the report containing 
names of twenty-six infants one year of age 
and under. The humidity, according to the 


health department, has added even more 


thaa the heat itself to the distressing morta)- 
ity. 

In ‘spite of the high temperature of the 
day no deaths of adults were fecorded and 
only three persons were prostrated. The 
first victim was Lloyd Barhile, 30 years old. 
230 Ontario street, who was overcome at 
Dearborn and Randolph streets. He was re- 
vived at a nearby physician's office and taken 
to his residence in an ambulance. 

Others who collapsed were Henry Retner, 
26 years old, 100 South boulevard, Oak Park, 
Mary Aitkens, 16 years old. 360 Norte Forty- 
third avenue. 

The cooling breeze and slight rainfall in 
parts of the city came as reliefs in the aft- 
ernoon, after the heat around noon. The 
temperature ranged from 73 to 86. According 
to the weather bureau prediction mes is to 
be a repetition of weeterday. . 


OFFERS MULLANEY 
PLACE AS CHIEF 


Mayor, Upon Receipt of Ship- 
py’s Resignation, Asks 
Secretary to Accept 
the Position. 


REFUSAL SEEMS CERTAIN. 


Former Newspaper Man Says He 
Is Unfamiliar with Work 
and Has No Desire to 
Head Police. 


Following the acceptance of the resigna- 
tion of Chief of Police George M. Shippy 
Mayor Busse offered the position to his pri- 
vate secretary, Bernard J. Mullaney, who 
after a day spent in considering the offer 
asked for further time in which to reach a 
decision. It is practically certain to be a 
refusal. 

His name would have gone to thecity coun- 
cil at its special meeting this morning for 
confirmation if hig decision had been reached 
in time. Mr. Shippy's resignation came to 
the mayor in the morning from Petoskey, 
Mich., where he has been in search of health 
since obtaining his second leave of absence. 
The retiring chief said he did not dare risk 
a return to his desk. The vacant place im- 
mediately was offered to Mr. Mullaney. 

“Mr. Mullaney can have the place if he 
will take it,“ the mayor said. “I do not feel 
justified in urging him to accept or in in- 
sisting that he should. He should be the 
best judge of that matter. I should like to 
make him chief of police, but he shall be al- 
lowed to make up his mind for himself.” 


Offer Surprises Mullaney. 

The secretary said the position thus of- 
fered to him was one which never had come 
within his calculations and that his inclina- 
tions were not at all in the direction of police 
work. 

“I have no desire ta be a police official,” 
he said. I know it is a big position, but 
the work is of a kind with which I am un- 
familiar. I have not decided, At first I was 
inclined to decide offhand that I could not 
take it. I do not say that now. It is a matter 
Which will require the most serious consider- 
ation. I consider it extremely doubtful that 
I shall accept. 

It is understood that Mrs. Mullaney is 
averse to having her husband accept the 
offer and that this, joined with Mr. Mul- 
laney’s own disinclination to undertake the 
work, constitute a strong iniluence opposing 
acceptance. 

The mayor said that he had no other man 
in mind and that none would be considered 
until Mr. Mullaney s decision had been made 


definite. 


Capt. Wood Talks with Mayor. 

Capt. Stephen B. Wood of the Twenty-sec- 
ond street police station had a talk with the 
mayor in the afternoon. This gave rise to 
some conjecture until it was explained that 
Wood had sought the mayor on a matter far 
removed from the question of a successor to 
Shippy. 

Later in the evening comment was caused 
by the appearance of Capt. Wood at the Har- 
rison street police station, and it was in- 
créeased to the proportions of a mild police 
excitement when the captain, remaining in 
the station several hours, allowed the state- 
ment to escape in a roundabout way that he 
was there to meet Mr. Busse. 

This appointment which Capt. Wood under- 
stood he had with the mayor remained unex- 
plained and, so far as observers could detect, 
unfulfilled 


Special Council Meeting. 

The special meeting of the council was 
called originally for the confirmation of the 
reappointment of Hiram D. Fargo, civil serv- 
lee commissioner, whose term has expired. 
Mr. Busse said the commission and the legal 
advisers of the administration were anxious 
that the appointment be made and confirmed 
in order that there should be no doubt as to 
the legal status of the merit board. 

He also had it in mind to submit, in addi- 
tidn to the appointment of Mr. Mullaney, if 
he would accept, as superintendent of police, 
and the reappointment of Mr. Fargo, the 
name of à successor to the late Henry 8. 
Dietrich on the board of local improvements, 
but it is probable the neme of the civil service 
commissioner will be the only one given the 
council. 

It had been expected that the resignation 
of Chauncey Dewey from thé board of local 
improvements would be acted on, but the 
mayor said that he had not received it, al- 
| though he understood it would be given him. 
He said that in any case no appointment 
would be made at once to fill this vacancy, 
should it occur. 

The appointments to the commission to 
consider the Chicago Commercial club Plan 
of Chicago will not be made, more time 
being needed to decide on its personne), and 
the ‘naming of the revenue commission pro- 
vided for in the resolution of Ald. Merriam 

will be delayed until the return of Ald. Snow 
to the city.

CONGRESSMAN IN FIST FIGHT 


Heflin of Alabama, Who Shot a 
Negro, Mixes with Chauffeur. 


BOUT ON PUBLIC STREET. 


Auto Driver Attacks Him After Rebuke 
for Carelessness. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 4.—Representa- 
tive J. Thomas Heflin of Alabama, who shot 
at a negro and hit a white man here some 
monthe ago, became involved in a personal 
encounter with an automobilist whose name 
is said to be Johnson, on the streets of Wash- 
ington this afternoon. As no arrests were 
made, the identity of Mr. Heflin's antagonist 
could not be clearly established. 

Mr. Heflin and Representative Olle James 
of Kentucky were crossing F street together 
when an automobile whisked by them. Mr. 
James says the driver was handling the 
machine carelessly and was exceeding the 
speed limit, nearly running them down. 


Chauffeur Rebukes Statesmen. 

When the car came to a stop some dis- 
tance up the street the two vongressmen fol- 
lowed and took the car’s number. Observ- 
ing this action, the automobilist followed and 
hailed the congressmen, it is said, inquiring 
why they had taken his number, and asking 
their names. 

The congressmen replied that they intend- 
ed to report him for fast and reckless driv- 
ing, and told him who they were. Denying 
their allegations, the driver is said to have 
made some remark that was exceedingly 
distasteful to Mr. Heflin. Mr. Heflin's re- 
joinder, it is said, was sharp and tothe point. 

The two southern representatives then 
moved away, but the automobilist, it is al- 
leged, persisted in following, demanding Mr. 
Heflin to withdraw his statement. The two 
men came together in front of a local hotel, 
but few blows were struck, Mr. James and 
Mr. Heflin's colleague, Mr. Clayton, who 
had come up, separating the combatants be- 
fore any damage had been done. 


Shoots Negro and White Man. 

Congreseman Heflin on March 27 of last 
year shot at Lewis Lumby, a negro, in a street 
car in Washington and accidentally hit 
Thomas McCreery, a brother of the horse- 
man. Congressman Heflin later asserted that 
Lumby was ingulting the women in the car 
by drawing a whisky bottle from his pocket 
and taking a drink. 

The congrestman approached the negro 
and after a few words was seen reaching 
down in his hip pocket for his gun. The first 
shot which was fired hit McCreery. The oth- 
er one took effect in the arm of the negro. 
McCreery was so seriously injured that for 


a time it was feared that he would die. He 


spent six weeks in a Washington hospital. 
The southern congressman was indicted for 
assault on May 12 on three counts. Lumby 


appeared against him, but McCreery failed 


to make an appearance before the grand 
jury. The indictments soon were quashed. 
After these proceedings were over Lumby 
sued him for $20,000 damages. 


ONE KILLED, THREE INJURED, 
IN TRAIN CRASH AT LAMONT. 


Fireman Crushed Between the Engine 
and Tender—Flagman Declares Stop 
Signal Was Ignored. 


One man was killed and three seriously 
injured at 10 o'clock last night in a head-on 
collision of two freight trains in front of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Sante Fe railroad sta- 
tion in Lemont, III. The collision was be- 
tween regular train No. 47 east bound which 
was switching, and special train 591, west 
bound, bearing cattle and merchandise, The 
special crashed into the regular at the rate of 
twenty miles ah hour. 

The dead: 

WINEGAR, GEORGE, 27 years old, fireman on 
the regular train, crushed between the on- 
gine and tender and held there for an hour 
and a half before he could be taken out. 

The injured: 

AST, PETER, engineer of the special train;

SIMON. PETER, engineer of the regular 
train; right shoulder broken and right arm 
bruised.

Mr. Shippy’s resignation wes not unex- 
pected.

Better still, they 
told him, would be for him to go abroad. 

The chief obtained another leave of ab- 
gence and went to Petoskey, from which 
place came encouraging reports of improve- 
ment in his health. In hig letter to the 
mayor carrying his resignation he says that 
there has been improvement, but that a re- 
turn to work within any reasonable period 
would be too great a risk and might result in 


another breakdown. 

Because of this and in view of the need for 
a fixed head for the department he considered 
it imperative that he resign, the necessity 
being increased by the possibility of a great 
street railway strike. 


Shippy’s Letter to Mayor. 

Retiring Chief Shippy’s letter of resigna- 
tion was as follows: 

„ Petoskey, Mich., Aug. 3, 1909.—The Hon. 
Fred A. Busse, Mayor of Chicago—Dear Sir: 
When I took my furlough and came here a 
month ago I fully believed that a couple of 
months’ rest would restore, me to perfect 
health. It is not turning out quite as I ex- 
pected. 

“As you are aware, my doctor advised 
me, before I came here, to take a furlough 
for a year and go abroad to Carlsbad. Con- 
trary to his advice I took the sixty day leave 
instead and came here. I now find that sixty 
days will not be enough to put me in shape 
that I have to be in before resuming my du- 
ties as the head of the police department. 

„% My condition shows considerable im- 
provement, but I am still far from being a 
well man. My physician advises me that I 
can, by following his directions strictly, ac- 
quire many years of comparatively good 
health, but he does not promise that I can 
be restored soon to the condition I was in 
when I became general superintendent of 
the police of Chicago by grace of your ap- 


pointment. 
Office Is a Heavy Burden. 

“Proper discharge of the duties of gen- 
eral superintendent of police of Chicago is 
a wearing task upon a man in the best possi- 
ble state of physical strength. Conditions 
have arisen, due in some measure perhaps to 
my illness of the year, which may make 
the burden of that office heavier than ever 
during the coming months. 

4% IH I should undertake to riasume those 
burdens again in one month, or even in two 
or three months, I feel the strain might treak 
me down and leave me worse off than Iam 


arte! Meanwhile the police department of Chi- 
cago is without a duly appointed and author- 
ned general superintendent. Nobody real- 
ines better than I do that this condition is 
a bad thing for the department. 

Says It Would Be Unfair. 

„1 also fully realize this condition’ must 
be the source of considerable annoyance to 
you. It seems to be out of the question 
just now for me to set a definite date when 
I can be sure of resuming my duties at 
the head of the police department, and to 
continue to hold the position under these 
circumstances would be unfair to the de- 
partment, unfair to the city, and especially 
unfair to you. 

“Therefore I present herewith my resig 
nation from the office of general superin- 
tendent of police of the city of Chicago and 
ask that it be made effective at your earliest 

enience. )

and also my appreciation of your unfailing 
courtesy, oneideration, and confidence 
throughout the time since you honored me

Shippy’s Hecord on Foree. - 


As ¢hief Shippy stated in his resignation 


he has been a sick man for the last year. 
His illness has been such that it has puzzied 
his physicians, and they Mow are practically 
unanimous in the verdict that he must take 
extended treatment at Carlsbad to Insure his 
recovery. He has made trips to Hot Springs, 
Ark., and to French Lick springs, Ind.; but 
all of the treatment thus far has failed to 


benefit him materially. 


police force almost continuously since 1887. 
Prior to that time he had been with the fire 
department, which he joined when he was 
21 years old, and from which he resigned 
after he had reached the rank of captain be- 
cause of the fears of his wife for his safety. 
He entered the police department as a 
patrolman, and in a shart time was made a 
sergeant by Chief Ebersold. There was no 
civil service in those days, and when Mayor 
Roche's term expired Shippy was dropped 
from the force. Two years later another 
election put Maj. R. W. McClaughrey chief 
of police, and Shippy was made lieutenant. 
At the opening of the world's fair he was 
made captain and sent to Woodlawn; but 


during that summer the election of a new 


administration again ousted him. Whenthe 
elder Harrison was assassinated his suc- 
cessor, Mayor Swift, wired Shippy, then at 
West Baden. Ind., to return to the force asa 
lieutenant; but two years later, in 1893, Hop- 
kins was elected mayor, and again Shippy 
resigned from the department 


Returns and Works to Top. 

Once more Swift occupied the mayoralty 
chair and Shippy came back to the force in 
1895 and during the next year the civil service 
law went into effect and there was no more 
‘‘resigning '’ until his present step. In 1897 
he was reduced to the rank of lieutenant, but 
six months later he was moved back to his 
former rank as captain. 

In 1904 he was appointed inspector and was 
stationed at different times at the Chicago 
avenue, West Chicago avenue, and Des- 
plalnes street stations, at the last of which 
he was in charge when, on April 16, 1907, he 
was appointed general superintendent by 
Mayor Busse. 

One of the most famous cases in which the 
ertiring chief was active was that of Johann 
Hoch, the bigamist who was convicted in 1906 
of the murder of one of his wives, Marie 
Wuekler, which occurred in Shippy’s dis- 
trict. More fame was brought to him by an 
attempt to assassinate him in his residence 
made by Lazarus Averbuch, a red.“ on 
March 2. 1008. In the fight to the death that 
followed Shippy, hie son Harry, and his 
driver, James Foley, were injured and the 
assassin was killed. 

The retiring chief was recognized as a man 
of great strength before his illness of the last 
year. He is more than six feet tall and was 
distinguished by. his military bearing, but 
his protracted sickness has reduced his 
weight and borne upon him that he now looks 
older than he is. 

His plans for the future have not been 
announced, but it is presumed that an effort 
to secure him a pension will be made, al- 
though his last period of continuous service 
has run little more than fourteen years.

Iowa Senator Declares Party 
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Pledges Were Not Carried 
| Out by Congress. 


PRAISE GIVEN TO TAFT. 


Real Downward Changes Are 
Looked for in Future by 


the Insurgent. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 4-—[Special.J— 

Senator Cummins of Iowa, in an address in 
the senate tonight, declared his intention of 
voting against the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill 
because, he said, it did not carry out the 
promise of the Republican party for a down- 
ward revision. At the same time, Mr. Cum- 
mins said, the proposed law was superior to 
any bill framed for revenue purposes, and, 
go far as the schedules go, better than the 
Dingley law. He prophesied that the time 
was not far distant when a real downward 
revislon would be made. 
Mr. Cummins praised Mr. Taft for his 
efforts to carry out his campaign pledges. 
He expressed admiration for the courage 
and persistence of the president “in at- 
tempting to secure, and to a degree in secur- 
ing, lower rates in the range of dispute be- 
tween the house and the senate. The 
Tange was narrow.“ he added. and the pres- 
Went has done all that one man could 
for the betterment of the bill.“ 

Speaking with the full consciousness that 
the president will sign the bill and that it 
will become a law with his assent,’’ he recog- 
nized, he said, that there is a fundamental 
@ifference between the veto power and the 
voting power. ‘‘An executive ought not,“ 
he said, to veto a measure simply because 
he would have voted against it had he been 
@ member of the legislative body that 
passed it.“ 

Sees Success in Future. 

Mr. Cummings’ objection to the work of 
the conference committee was voiced in the 
following words: 

“I am opposed to the conference report 
and to the bill which it embodied because it 
fe not such a revision of the tariff as I have 
expended the best years of my life in fight- 


ing for, and is not a fair and reasonable per- 


formance of the promise of our platform. 

“This is not a court of bankruptcy, and I 
am not willing to accept 10 cents on the 
dollar in discharge of the obligations of the 
Republican party. It always has been and 
now is a solvent organization, and it is not 
only able but its rank and file will insist 
upon paying its debtin full. Its pledges will 
be redeemed at par, and, although the blind- 
ness of some of its leaders may at this time 
postpone the day of redemption, I shall await

The lumber and timber products which are 
affected by the changes made in the law 
embrace a wide variety of commodities 
which roughly may be divided into two 
classes, the products of the ax and products 
of the saw. The former, the raw material 
for which is the standing tree, includes among 
its principal products saw logs, shingle, stave 
and heading bolts, telegraph and telephone 
poles, fence posts and railway ties. 


Product $622,730,000 a Year. 

The second group, with the log as the raw 
material, comprises lGmber, shingles, coop- 
erage materials, veneers, laths, etc., and 
through the additional processes when car- 
ried on in connection with the manufacture 
of these products, its scope is enlarged to 
cover finished lumber, sash, doors, blinds, 
interior finish, furniture, etc. 

The annual production value of wood and 
manufactures thereof in this country 
reaches the enormous total of $622,730,000. 
Comparatively little is exported, $44,245,000 
being the value of the materials sent abroad. 
The value of woods imported is $19,607,000, 
of which $15,000,000 is paid for rough mate- 
rial. It is estimated by the conferees on 
the tariff bill that the consumption value of 
the articles on which the rates have been 
decreased is $566,871,000, while the consump- 
tion value of the articles on which rates have 
been increased is only a little more than 
$31,000,000, 

The people must have a deep interest in 
the action taken with reference to the duties 
contained in the lumber schedule, first be- 
cause of the necessity of preventing the de- 
struction of our forests, and, secondly, toin- 
sure the consumer, getting fmished prod- 
uct at the lowest possible cost. 


Roosevelt Shows Wood’s Use. 

In one of his speeches former President 
Roosevelt summed up the part played by the 
forests in the welfare of the nation in the fol- 
lowitgg language: | 

The great industries of agriculture, — 4 
portation, mining, grazing, and, of course, 
lumbering, are, each one of them vitally and 
immediately dependent upon the wood, Wa-, 
ter. or grass from the forest. The manufac- 
turing industries, whether or not wood enters 
directly into their finished products, are 
scarcely, if at all, less dependent on the for- 
ests than those whose connection with it is 
obvious and direct. Wood is an indispensable 
part of the material structure upon which 
civilization rests; and it is to be remembered 
always that the immense increase of the use 
of iron and substitutes for wood in many 
structures, while it has meant a relative de- 
crease in the amount of wood used, has been 
accompanied by an absolute increase in the 
amount of wood used. More wood is used 
than ever before in our history.“ 

Gifford Pinchot, the chief forester, esti- 
mates there is in the neighborhood of two 
trillion five hundred billion feet of timber in 
the United States, and that the total use of 
wood for all purposes is about 100.000.000, 000 
feet a year. At this rate our forests would 
be exhausted in about twenty-five years. As 
a matter of fact, exhaustion will not occur in 
that time because of the growth which will 
take place, a lessoned consumption caused by 
higher prices, and the greater quantity that 
will be drawn from abroad. 


Allege Lumber Trust Exists. 

The United States now imports from Can- 
ada about 1,000,000,000 feet of lumber a year. 
It has been charged that a few great cor- 
pordtions or aggregations of corporations 
and individuals now control an immense pro- 
portion of the remaining forests of the 
United States. One of these, the great 


| Weyerhaeuser group, it is alleged, has pro- 


duced more than fifty millionaires. 

The lumber industry is one of the great in- 
dustries of the country. In à report pub- 
lished by the census bureau it appears that 
in 1905 there were almost 20,000 establish- 
ments engaged in the manufacture of lumber 
and timber products. These establishments 
had a capitalization of $517,000,000, employed 
422.000 persons, and turned out products 
worth $580,000,000. In addition, there were 
numerous logging camps, sawmills, and plan- 
ing mills with enormous capital-and a pro 
portionate output. 

In Illinois: there were 152 logging camps, 
with a capital of half a million, and em- 
ploying 1,000 persons. the products of which 
were $1,200,000. There were 265 sawmille 
in the state, with a capital of $4,275,000, em- 
ploying 3,193 persons, and having an output 
of $5,381,000. 

Illinois manufactures large quantities of 
shingles, veneers, laths, etc. It also turns 


with_a capitalization of $12,000,000, the value 
of the products being $20,569,000. Illinois 
does not rank high in the lumber business, 
however. The banner states are Washing- 
ton, with a production value of $61,000,000; 


000; Minnesota, $44,782,000, and Michigan, 
$44,247,000. 
Fordney Frevents Free Listing. 

On rough lumber the duty has been re- 
duced from §2 per thousand feet to $1.25 a 
thousand feet. The maintenance of any duty 
at all is due entirely to the determined fight 
made by Representative Fordney, Michigan, 
who is a member of the ways and means com- 
mittee and was one of the conferees on the 
tariff bill. The disposition of the house at 
the beginning of the extra session was to 
place rough lumber on the free list, but the 
Michigan member insisted upon the duty 
and success crowned his efforts.

There is no intention on the part of con- 
gress to change the lumber schedule in any 
way, in spite of an alleged joker in its first 
paragraph. This paragraph provides that 
timber, hewn or sided or squared, otherwise 
than by sawing [not less than eight inches 
square] and rough timber used for spars or in 
building wharves, shall pay a duty of one- 
half of 1 cent a cubic foot. 

Senator Nelson of Minnesota finds a joker 
in the words otherwise than by sawing.”

This being the case, lumber would be dutiable 
under another paragraph covering saved 
lumber not especially provided for,“ on which 
the rate is fixed at $1.25 per thousand feet, 
which is an increase over the existing jaw.

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GERMANS IMPEACH 
LITTAUER FIGURES 


‘Suppressed’ Reports Say Glove 
Man Incorrectly Stated Con- 
dition in Fatherland. 


DENIAL OF LOW WAGES. 


Altenberg Chamber of Commerce 
Gives Prices in Refutation 
of Statements. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 4.—[Special.]— 
Former Congressman Littauer of Glovers- 
ville, N. ¥., and his assertions about the 
wages of laborers in German glove factories 
are given considerable space in the document 
concerning wages in Germany, furnished the 
senate as a result of a resolution offered by 
Senator La Follette, but withheld from gen- 
eral distribution for many weeks on the plea 
that its translation and printing was a 
time consuming matter. Strangely enough, 
not uptil the final passage of the tariff bill 
was assured was the innocent looking col- 
lection of German reports amounting to only 
134 printed pages put before the senators. A 
synopsis of the reports was issued by the 
finance committee at the time of their re- 
ceipt, but not until today hae it been possi- 
ble for everybody to delve !nto the reports 
for themselves 


Denial of Low Wages. 


A glance at the document shows that the 
commercial people of Germany took great in- 
terest in the hearings held by the ways 
and means committee last winter. In re- 
ports from various German chambere of 
commerce which the state department ob- 
tained through diplomatic channels there is 
much of indignant refutation concerning 
statements about low wages paid in Ger- 
many and their menace to the welfare of 
the American manufacturers. 

The nature of the comments concerning 
what was given to the ways and means 
committee by Mr. Littauer and others con- 
cerning the glove trade as regards Germany 
is such that it is not stfange there was an 
apparent suppression of the document by 
Mr. Littauer's sympathizers during his re-- 
cent unsuccessful battle to obtain high duties 
on his product. 

The chamber of commerce of Altenburg, 
Germany, in supporting its contention that 
the Dingley tariff on gloves is amply suffi- 
client to offset the difference in the cost of 
production in America and Germany has 
the following to say on the subject: 

Mr. Littauer has made statements re- 
garding conditions of production in Germany 
which are to a great extent based on er- 
roneous suppositions. He alleges that the 
production of a dozen pairs of leather gloves, 
exclusive of the leather, costs $2.14 (8.98 
marks) in Germany. This, however, Is not 
i acordance with the facts, for even though 
this price may be paid in certain regions, it 
cannot be taken as the average rate. 


Other Prices Incorrectly Stated. 


Moreover, the prices for cutting out, as 
cited by him, are also incorrect. The mini- 
mum wages for cutting out gloves was cited 
at 2.30 to 2.80 marks, whereas, for instance. 
at Munich, the minimum wages js 4.46 marks 
a dozen and at Altenburg 3.10 marks, Lit- 
tauer further states that the leather zor a 
dozen pairs of gloves costs $7 in America, in- 
cluding duty, a price which is by no means 
correct, as the cost is considerably lou er. 

Mr. Littauer speaks of the wages for sew- 
ing, mentioning 24 to 30 cents a dozen (1 to 
1.30 marks) as the wages for ordinary sewing 
in Germany, as against 75 cents a dozen in 
America, and 50 to 60 cents a dozen (2.39 iv 
2.55 marks) for whipped seam in Germany 
as against $1.40 per dozen in America: The 
lowest wages for ordinary sewirz in Ger- 
many amounts, however, to 155 to 2.70 
marks, and for whipped seam to 3.30 to 4.20 
marks. 

„Mr. Littauer stated that the producticn of 
a dozen leather gloves in Germany costs $2.14, 
‘or9 marks. Even if this price (as we doubt) 
should be paid in individual districts, it can- 
not be taken as the average rate, but must 
be regarded as an exception, for in reality the 
cost of production on fine gloves in Germany 
comes to 13 or 16 marks.” 


HEPBURN WOULD BE JUDGE. 


Former Congressman Wants Appoint- 
ment to Place on New Cus- 
toms Court. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 4.—[Special.]— 
Wiliam P. Hepburn, former representative 
from Iowa, desires an appointment as a 
judge on the new court of customs ap- 
peals which is created by the tariff bill. 

A’ petition plentifully signed by members 
of the house and asking that the member 
of the court from the middle west be Mr. 
Hepburn was forwarded to the president. 

Mr. Hepburn has remained in Washington 
since his retirement from congress in March. 
He will return to his home in lowa next 
week. | 

Ah announcement has been made by Mr. 
Hepburn that he does not propose to attempt 
to regain his seat in congress.

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‘JUDGESHIP OPEN TO BOWERS | 


Chicagoan Can Have Bethea’s 
Place for the Asking. 


COLLEGE FRIEND OF TAFT, 


Possibility as Supreme Justice May 
Deter Offer. 5 


Washingon, D. C., Aug. 4.—I Special. 


There is every reason to believe that if Lloyd 
W. Bowers, solicitor general in the depart- 
ment of justice, should signify his desire to 
become United States judge for the northern 
district of Illinois’ in the place of Solomon 
H. Bethea, deceased, he can receive the ap- 
pointment. 

Mr. Bowers is a Chicagoan, a graduate of 
Yale in the class following that of Mr. Taft, 
and a lawyer the president always has held 
in high esteem. That he is in dfrect line for 
the Illinois judgeship is not denied by his 
friends here. It is known, however, that 
Mr. Bowers has been held by President Taft 
to be Supreme bench timber, and it is not 
unlikely that the possibility of putting him 
in one of the vacancies in the Supreme court 
which may occur during Taft's administra- 
tion may deter the president from making a 
direct offer of the Illinois place. As it now 
stands, however, an expression of desire for 
the Illinole judgeship on the part of Mr. 
Bowers probably would land him in the place. 
Mr. Bowers is away from Washington on his 
vacation. 


Friends from College Days. 

The friendship of Mr. Bowers and the pres- 
ident is of long standing. It began in college 
days and extended through Taft's career as 
a practicing lawyer and a federal judge. 
During the old days of practice in courts, 
Mr. Bowers once remarked to Mr. Taft that 
when he became president of the United 
States he would like to be appointed solicitor 
general under Taft's attorney general. 

President Taft remembered the wish and 
last March made the soficitorship come to 
pass. He since has expressed himself in the 
highest terms regarding the efficiency of Mr. 
Bowers. Accordingly it was not strange, 
after the death of Judge Bethea that Mr. 
Bowers’ name should come up as an appoint- 
ive possibility. It is reported that President 
Taft and others here believe Mr. Bowers 
would not accept the appointment if it were 
tendered. 

Senators Lorimer and Cullom had a con- 
versation today concerning the Illinois pat- 
ronage in general, but did not arrive at any 
conclusions, and it is possible that consid- 
eration of the whole subject may go over un- 
til late in the fall. Immediately upon ad- 
journment of the special session Senator 
Cullom will hasten to the bedside of his wife 
at Atlantic City and remain there indefinite- 
ly. The vacant judgeship at Chicago was dis- 
cussed in a general way by the two senators. 

Because President Taft desires to be left 
large'y to himself in the matter of appointing 
judges, it ‘is not likely that a strong joint 
recommendation of any kind will be made. 
Senator Cullom, however, probably will ask 
the president to give consideration to W. J. 
Calhoun and C. N. Morrison when he makes 
his selection. Both of these men are regard- 
ed by Cullom as excellent judicial timber 
and he considers that their claims to-the va- 
cancy should not be overlooked by the presi- 


dent. 
Civil Service Changes Rumored. 


There are rumors of impending changes in 
personnel of the civil service commission 
and it is reported that Gen. John C. Black 
of Chicago, president of the commission, is 
not averse to retirement. It has been known 
for some time that Mr. Taft intends to give 
some attention to revision in the departments 
as soon as the tariff is out of the way. 

In the civil service commission there is a 
demand for a new system of examinations 
whereby candidates for service in the gov- 
ernment will be tested more directly in the 
requirements of the position for which they 
are striving, rather than according to the 
general practice in vogue in the past. The 
overhauling of the system likely wil mean 
the passing of at least two members of the 
present commission. 


MYSTERY IN JOLIET EXPLOSION. 


Detectives Work on Theory Dynamiters 
Are Men Not in Sympathy with 
Nonunion Workmen. 


Joliet, III., Aug. 4.—[Special. No clew has 
been obtained to the identity of the men who 
dynamited a part of the new $100,000 build- 
ing of the Joliet iron and bridge works this 
morning. 

Private watchmen have been detailed to 
guard the plant and the city detective depart- 
ment has taken the case in charge. The 
detectives are working on the theory that the 
guilty persons are men who do not sympa- 
thize with the nonunion workmen employed 
on the building. 

The damage is about $10,000, and there will 
be considerable delay in the construction as a 
result of the explosion. 


Dr. Wiley Knighted by France,

Cari L. Barnes, president of the United 
| Chemical company, started last night as an 
active candidate for representative in con- 
gress from the Sixth congressiona! district. 
This Washington berth was vacated by Will- 
lam Lorimer when he became senator. The 
announcement of the candidacy of Mr. 
Barnes actually opens what may become one 
of the hottest little campaigns which the 
Sixth district has known, and the Sixth dis- 
trict never has had a cool campaign. 

The Barnes forces had an open air meeting 
on the lawn of the home of IL. M. Jones, vss 
South Lawndale avenue, right in the heart of 
Senator Lorimer's own ward, the Thirty- 
fourth. They adopted resolutions praising 
the integrity of purpose, courageousnéss, and 
uprightnese of purpose of Mr. Barnes as a 
preliminary to formally requesting him to 
become thd candidate for the Lorimer succes- 
sion. Mr. Barnes did not make a set reply. 
He was among those present, however, and 
did not say anything which would be an indi- 
cation of a nondesire to get into the running. 


Made Good Showing in Primaries. 

The politicians understand that Mr. Barnes 
will be the candidate of the anti-Lorimer 
strength in the Republican organization in 
the west side wards which are in the district. 
He trid the issue out with Senator Lorimer 
himself when the senator was seeking re- 
nomination the last time and made an exce!- 
lent showing in the primaries. 

Petitions were circulated last night asking 
that Gov. Denees call the special election 
immediately. Gov. Deneen already is upon 
record as saying that he will call a special 
election in the district to be held in Novem- 
ber, possibly upom the first Tuesday in the 
month. Unless a special session of the legis- 
lature enacts a primary law with an emer- 
gency clause prior to the November special] 
election, the nominations will be made by 
an old style delegate convention. 

The practical announcement of the Barnes 
candidacy opens up the game in the district 
and immediately upon the return from Wash- 
ington of Senator Lorimer, the name of the 
Lorimer candidate will be disclosed. There 
is reason to believe that the senator is wav- 
« between Col. B. A. Eckhart and Pat- 
rick H. O'Donnell. 

If State Representative John J. McLaugh- 
Mn will say the word he will get the Demo- 
cratic nomination in a walk with the chancs3 
of unifying the fighting Democratic factions 
in the district and winning in the election. 
It is declared by Mr. McLaughlin's friends, 
however, that he prefers to retain his dom- 
inating position on the minority side at 
Springfield.

Sudden Official Announcement of Exe- 
cution Creates Sensation, at City Has 
Not Seen One in Fifteen Years. 


PARIS, Aug. 5.—[{2 a. m. IA sudden offieial 
announcement that a public beheading wouid 
take place at 4:80 o'clock this morning in 
the boulevard fronting the Sante prison 
created a sensation in Paris, which has not 
seen an execution in fifteen years. 

Immediately immense crowds gathered at 
the scene, but were kept back from the guil- 
lotine by heavy details of police and munici- 
pal guards. Parisian sentiment long has 
been opposed to public executions, for in the 
past they were accompanied by scandalous 
scenes of revelry.

MOTION TO QUASH 
FILED BY M’CANN 
Attorneys for Indicted In- 


spector Say Procedure 
Was All Illegal. 


DEMUR TO EACH COUNT: 


Prosecution Replies That Case 
Was Handled Properly in 
Every Respect. 


Setting forth that the July grand jury 
which returned the twelve indictments for 
bribery and malfeasance in office against 
Edward McCann, police inspector, was not 
legally or properly constituted, the attor- 
meys for the police official filed a motion be- 
fore Judge Kersten yesterday to quash the 


indictments. 

Also a demurrer to each of the twelve in- 
Gictments was filed setting forth that the 
indictments do not state facts constituting 
a crime under the Illinois laws; that they 
charge no acts within the jurisdiction of the 
Criminal court; and tHat the alleged indict- 
ments, if true, show on their face no viola- 
tion of any state law. Judge Kersten or- 
dered that both instruments be filed with the 
clerk of the Criminal court. 

The motion to quash and the demurrer will 
be heard when the McCann case comes up 
for trial Sept. 7, unless a hearing is agreed 
on between counsel for the indicted man 
and State's Attorney Wayman. Copies of 
both the demurrer and the motion to quash, 
which were drawn up by Col. James Hamil- 
ton Lewis, were sent to the office of the 
state’s attorney. 

Acting State’s Attorney Lundgren refused 
to comment on the move of the McCann de- 
fense except to say it was according to cus- 
tom in criminal cases and not unexpected. 


Criticisms of the Indictments. 

Mr. Lewis declined to discuss the demurrer 
and the motion to quash the indictments, 
Saying: ‘ The evidence in support of both 
will be fully set forth when the time for 
the hearing comes. 

From others in close touch with the de- 
fense it was learned that the methods em- 
ployed by the state’s attorney in securing 
grand jury evidence against McCann will 
be attacked. It is asserted that witnesses 
were induced to testify by first being indicted 
themselves by the grand jury. Morris Shatz, 
Louls Frank, and others accused McCann 
after they had been indicted by the grand 
jury. 

The point whether the grand jury was 
drawn from a legally constituted list of 
names also will be taken up, it is said, and 
the fact that the records show the name of 
A. J. Harris, clerk of the Criminal court, in 
connection with the indictments when the in- 
struments were attended by a deputy clerk 
may be used to show illegality of procedure. 

Max L. Wolff, chief deputy in the clerk's 

. Office, said in the evening that everything in 
connection with the grand jury and the in- 
dictments. against McCann was perfectly 
legal so far as matters in which the Crim- 
mal court clerk’s office was concerned. 


Busy Day for Defense. 

It was a busy day for the indicted in- 
Spector and his attorneys. In the morning 
former Judge Charles G. Neely and the eus- 
pended police official held a long conference, 
followed by another between Mr. Neely and 
William T. Underwood. Also friends of the 
inspector conferred with all of the attorneys 
for McCann. 

Mike de Pike Heitler, accused of being 
@ collector for Inspector McCann, who was 
indicted on fifteen counts by the grand jury,

Hamline Vacation Class Gets 
Teachers to Extend Hours. 


DOUBLE TIME OF LESSONS, 


Children Not Satisfied to Continue 
Studies at Home of One. | 


When you weré a boy in brass toed boots 
or a girl in short frocks you attended school. 
of course. But did ever you, or any of your 
schoolmates, like your lessons so much that 
you petitioned the teacher to hold extra ges- 
sions? Times have changed since you went 
to school and there are children in Chicago 
who like their school work so nruch that they 
are anxious to put in more than the required 
time at their studies. 

Out at the Hamline vacation school, Bishop 
and Forty-eight streets, are a number of 
children who couldn't get enough schoo! 
work in the regular three hours morning ses- 
sion. So they formulated a plan of meeting 
every day at the home of one of the pupils 
to continue their studies. 


Ask for Longer Lessons. 
They asked the teachers to give them les- 


sons and to hold regular classes from 1:30 to 


8:30 every afternoon. The teachers agreed 
heartily with the plan though it meant more 
work. and so every day, almost all day, is 
school day for these children. 

“The Hamline pupils have given me my 
first evidence that children like to study more 
than they are required,“ said John D. Shoop, 
supervisor of vacation schools, in relating 
the incident. But they are interested in 
their work, which is along manual training 
and domestic science lines. Their eagerness 
speaks well for the vacation schools system.“

RECORD CROPS IN NORTHWEST; 
YIELD IS WORTH $400,000,000 


Wheat and Corn Break All Records in 
Minnesota and Dakotas, and Oats, 
Flax, and Barley Are Good. 


* 

MINNEAPOLIS. Minn., Aug. 4.—[Spectal.] 
—The northwest has raised a great crop of 
grains this year. Harvest is at hand and 
the cutting of grain is general in Minne- 
sota and South Dakota, and is crowding into 
North Dakota. The record will be broken 
as to wheat and corn. and probably oats and 
flax, while barley will hold its own and may 
prove to be a record crop also. 

It win require $375.000 000 to $400,000, 000 to 
purchase these crops at present prices. No 
other statement is necessary to emphasize 
the prosperity that has come once more to 
the people of the northwest, 

„We are ready to move the crop.“ said 
President L. W. Hill of the Great Northern. 
J doubt if the people reaHze as yet the 
enormous amount of produce they will have 
to sell. We have placed on our sidings at 
all grain stations in the northwest 12,000 
box cars, and at one loading we can take 
out 14,000,000 bu of wheat. Were we sure 
the terminals would handle the cars prompt- 
ly we could guarantee a movement from 
country houses as fast as the farmers want 
the grain moved.” 

“The Northern Pacific is ready to move 
the crop promptly,” said President Elliott. 
** Crops of all kinds are large.“ 

The Minneapolis and: St. Louis has added 
since last fall 750 cars that can be used in 
grain loading and all are of large capacity. 
The office of M. B. Cutter, general manager. 
reports that the road has never been so well 
prepared to handle crops and that particular 
attention has been given to the clearing out 
of terminals in Minneapolis that there might 
be the greatest possible available room. 

„We have a big grain crop,“ said L. F. 
Day, vice president. Not for seven years 
have the grain fields done 9 well along our 
une in southern Minnesota.“ 

We confidently expect to handle the 
largest grain tonnage in out history and to 
handle it without delays or losses to ship- 
pers.“ said W. L. Martin, vice president and 
general traffic manager of the Soo. Six 
thousand empties, approximately, are now 
out along our lines west of the Mississippi 
river, which distribution represents our ef- 
forts to provide ahead. We have motive 
power in excess of what we had last year.“ 

James H. Foster, assistant general super. 
intendent of the Milwaukee road, said: 

We never have been in such good condi- 
tion. Twenty-eight cars 4 day have been 
turned out by our shops for months, most of 
them of the laregst dimensions, in anticipa- 
tion of the coming heavy harvest.“

GEN. BRAGG STIRS COMRADES 


Tells Iron Brigade Civil War 
Men Are Only Real Veterans. 


PYOUNG SOLDIERS INELIGIBLE 


Hero Denies Honor of Name to Spanish- 
American Members. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 4.—[Special.]—Ed- 
ward 8. Bragg who at one time caused seri- 
ous trouble between the United States and 
Cuba when consul general at Havana, by 
declaring that it was as easy to civilize the 
Cubans as to make a whistle out of a pig's 
tail, today startled civil war veterans at the 
annual meeting of the Iron brigade, which 
he commanded during the civil war, by ridi- 
culing the claims of Spanish-American war 
veterans to the title veterans. He said the 
civil war men were the only real veterans. 

Gen. Bragg said the members of the brigade 
and all other men who served through the 
civil war were veterans in the fullest 
meaning of the word, that they had fought 
and marched and undergone years of hard- 
ship for the flag, facing shot and shell on 
fields of carnage innumerable. 

He said those who served in the war with 
Spain hardly had aright to the word veteran,

Edward Entertains Royal Person- 
ages at Cowes. 


EMPRESS GIVES A DINNER. 


Emperor Nicholas Goes Ashore from 
Yacht and Visits Duchess. 


COWES, Aug. 4—On board the royal 
yacht Victoria and Albert tonight King Ed- 
ward, as admiral of the royal yacht squadron, 
entertained the principal members of the 
equadron in honor of Emperor Nicholas’ 
election to membership in the organization. 
Emperor Nicholas, the prince of Wales, and 
the duke of Connaught were among the 
royal personages present, 

Empress Alexandra gave a mégnificent 
dinner and entertainment on board the im- 
perial yacht Standart in honor of Queen 
Alexandra. Most of her guests were women. 
Among the men present were M. Isowolsky, 
the Russian minister of foreign affaire, and

Emperor Nicholas came ashore from the 
Standart this afternoon for the first time 
since his arrival last Monday, and in com- 
pany with King Edward visited the neval 
station at Osborne. Before returning to the 
British royal yacht for luncheon, Emperor 
Nicholas and King Edward visited Consuelo 
dowager duchess of Manchester. The duch- 
ess was formerly Mise Yanaga of New York. 

The yacht racing here today in connection 
with the Cowes regatta showed some inter- 
eating events. The principal race was that 
for Emperor William's trophy, in which 
there were ten starters. It was won by the 
German schooner Susanna on time allow- 
ance, although Germania finished first. Ci- 
cely was second and Susanna third.

MADRID, Aug. 4.—Order now has been re- 
stored in every province in Spain. Barcelona 
has been calm for two days and normal life 
has been resumed there. Sabadell and Tar- 


rassa have submitted to the troops and the 


mushroom republics proclaimed in some of 
the communes faded away as soon as the 
soldiers made their appearance. 

The American minister announced today 


that all Americans in Barcelona or in the 


affected districts during the recent disorders 
are safe. 

The officials at Barcelona are taking every 
precaution to prevent any outbreak in the 
future. The terrible repressive measures of 
the military authorities have left a. deep 
undercurrent of resentment among the mass- 
es and fears still are entertained that the re- 
bellion may flare up again in a new form. 
The people are clamoring for the release of 
the prisoners in the dungeons of Fort Mont- 
juich. 


Denies Murders by Rioters, 


Sefior Solortega, a Republican senator, has 
arrived here from Barcelona. He denies the 
recent movement in that city was separatist 
and says also that the revolutionists during 
the two days they were masters of the city 
did mot commit a single assassination or act 
of cruelty. The inmates of the religious in- 
stitutions fied when the buildinge- were 
burned. 

One of the greatest losses at Barcelona is 
the libraries of the Christian schools and the 
ScientifiC museum, containing together 70,- 
000 volumes. A new civil governor of Bar- 
celona has been appointed. 

The minister of the interior has given out a 
statement in which he says, among other 
things, that not only the reservists but vol- 
unteere are flocking to the recruiting stations 
for service in Morocco. 


Says Women Attacked Monks. 


PARIS, Aug. 4.—The Figaro's staff corres- 
pondent at Barcelona reports that the rioters 
violated the sepulchre of nuns, but did not 
harm living nuns. The monks, however, were 
chased from convents and monasteries while 
the women in the crowds, who were especial- 
ly enraged, cried: 

Away with you. No longer will you steal 
our needle and our broidery; no longer wil] 
you prevent by your unfair competition our 
women finding employment.” 

Some incidents of the rioting assumed the 
phase of grewsome buffoonery. In one con- 
vent where there was a big stock of candles 
the women and children lighted these and 
held a mock procession, and two mummified 
bodies of nuns arrayed in magnificent rai- 
ment were carried with mock pomp before 
the residence of a millionaire citizen.

I that fair share of influence in the halls 


of congress and in the administration of 
national affairs to which they are en- 
titled by every law of common sense as

That is good advice. It would have 
been bettgr if the governor had rounded 
it out by telling the states in question 
how to acquire that influence in the halls 
of congress to which they unquestionably 
are entitled. The recipe is a simple one. 
It is: Elect good men to congress and 
keep them there, 


Allison. Through him the state exerted 
an unusual degree of legislative influence. 
Minnesota understands it, and hence 
keeps Senator Nelson in congress. New 
England understands it. Of the seven 
senators of longest service, five represent 
four of the New England states. This 
helps to explain the predominant influ- 
ence of that part of the country in. tariff 
legislation. 

Ability and length of service, not the 
area or the population of the state he 
hails from, make a senator or a repre- 
sentative influential. The. people of any 
transmississippi state can get their full 
share of influence in national affaips by 
going after it in the right way. 


MR. STONE AND HIS SCOTCH. 


At no time has it been pleaded by the 
Hon. William Joel Stone or in his behalf 
by others that he ordered a Scotch high 
ball. In the court of the Baltimore mag- 
istrate who acquitted him of the charge 
of unnecessary violence towards the col- 
| ored waiter whom he struck on the Penn- 
sylvania dining car, the senator from 
Missouri testified as follows: 

“I ordered lamb chops and boiled eggs. 
Then I called the waiter back and or- 
dered a drink of Scotch whisky and a 
large glass of water.. He brought me the 
whisky and a small glass of water. I 
called him back. I spoke to him sharply. 
He then brought me a large glass ,with 
a piece of ice but no water.” 

In view of the fact that preparations 
are being made in“ Kentucky to try the 
case against the Hon. Mr. Stone on its 
real issue, it is imperative that the record 
be properly made and presented, The 
Louisville Times, an influertial journal 
with alert perceptions, has discerned the 
real significance of the controversy and 
the moméntous issue 
clouded in a fog of irrelevancies. The 
Baltimore magistrate did not pass on it 
and his decision was useless. 

“It is imperative,” says the Times, 
“that if a large glass of water with a 
small glass of Scotch infringe on the 
proprieties, there be an end to the prac- 
tice, even by senators.” This discerning 
journal, with the statement that Tun 
CIAO TRIBUNE has placed in issue the 
reputation of a southern gentleman com- 
monly reputed to be a good judge of 
liquor, has opened its columns to the ex- 
pressions of its southern readers. The 
Hon. Mr. Stone is to be tried by his 
peers and on the merits of the case. 

Therefore let it be repeated that the 
senator from Missouri did not order a 
high bail and must stand indicted for ay 
attempt to use a large glass of water as 
a chaser for a small glass of whisky, or 
to inundate the latter in a manner not 
recognized by the proprieties. The Times 
displays a commendable public spirit in 
bringing this question to the attention 
of the south. |

It. contemplates grant- 
ing a franchise to the old company, al- 
lowing it to charge from year to year 
rates of fare netting 6 per cent on the 
actual value of the property, But the 
maximum fare must not exceed 5 cents 
cash, seven tickets for 25 cents, and 4 
cent for transfers where tickets are used. 
This will not have Mayor Johnson's ap- 
proval, for he is wedded to the 3 cent 
idea, but its acceptance would mean good 
service and the end of the strife of years, 
It would also nail down the coffin lid 
on the issie on which Tom Johnson was 
elected. mayor eight years ago and which 
has kept him in office. 5 


LAKE POLLUTION. 


The report of the Lake Michigan water 
commission does not exaggerate the dan- 
gers attaching to the increasing discharge 
of sewage into the lake by the Calumet 
river and the sewers of a number of 
growing Indiana towns. If the pollution 
shall continue none of those towns will 
be able to depend on the lake for decent 
drinking water. Extension of the intakes 
will improve the situation only momenta- 
rily. | 

The ‘commission considers and rejects 
séveral measures for the betterment of 
conditions, one of them being the puyif- 
cation of the sewage before it is poured 
into the lake. The plan which it recom: 
mends is the opening of a channel 
through which the sewage of Hammond, 
Whiting, etc., might reach the Illinois 
river. This would require joint action 
by Illinois and Indiana. This state 
would not object if certain conditions 
were complied with. The assent of the 
national government to the drawing of 
water from the lake to dilute the sewaga 
would be a necessary) part of this project. 
Whether it could be obtained is queg- 
tionable. If not, this state would not 
consent to the emptying of undiluted sew- 
age into the Illinois river. 

Chicago is endeavoring to establish in 
the courts its right to draw water from 
the lake to dilute Calumet sewage. It 
it were to fail in that the Indiana towns 
would be no more fortunate. Then thoy 
would have to choose betweea drinking 
bad water and ending their individual dis- 
charge of sewage into the lake and de- 
manding legislation to stop its pollution 
by others. They had better begin to face 
ithe probability, of having to erect puri- 
fication plants. They would probably 
‘find that the plants would not cost them 
so much as the propesed channel would 
before they got through with it,

He had been married by order of Sultan 
Abdul Hamid, some years previously, to the 
padishah’s own daughter, Princess Nalyme. 
It was a loveless match. If Abdul Hamid 
bestowed his daughter upon Kemal-Eddine 
Pasha—an honor which could not be declined 
and which had to be accepted—it was be- 
cause he wished to atill further attach to his 
fortunes and to his house Kemal-Eddine’s | 
father, old Field Marshal Osman Pasha, the 
most popular and respected figure ot the Ot- 


toman empire. 


The spies by whom ex-Sultan Murad was 
surrounded from the time of his deposition 
until the moment of his death in captivity, 
more than thirty years later, ere Jong noti- 
fied both Sultan Hamid and his daughter. the 
Princess Naiyme, of Kemal-Eddine“ inter- 
est in Murad’s daugaier. Any herituiion 
which Abdul Hamid may havs fen about 
taking action in the matter wus diepelied by 
the fury of Princess Naiyme at the indignity 
which she declared had deen placed upon 
her by her husband in manifesting a prefer- 
ence for her cousin, Phacess Khadidje.

Kemal-Eddine was seiged, carried off to 
the Yildiz kiosk, and sentenced to death. 
It was only with difficuity that the suman 
was dissuaded from causing the sentence to 
be put into execution. It was pointed out to 
him that it would eonvert old Field Marshal 
Osman Pasha and all his friends and admir- 
ers into enemies of the crown; that it would 
create indignation abroad, and that, more- 
over, there was no proof of the charges vo: 
Princess Naiyme that her husband was en- | 
gaged in atonspiracy with Princess K hadidje 
to restore the latter’s father, ex-Sultan 
Murad, te the throne. 

Finaily Abdul Hamid contented himself 
with divorcing his daughter from Kemal- 
Eddine, depriving the latter of all his hon- 
ors, dignities, and decorations, and sen- 
tencing him to life imprisonment at Brussa. 

Immediately afterwards Abdul Hamid 
caused his niece to be torn from her father's 
side, to be removed from his palace of Tchira- 
gan, and married her to one of the subordi- 
nate $10 a week clerks of his private tele- 
graph office, a young fellow of the name of 
Vassef, inordinately ugly, possessed of only 
one eye, and with no more education than 
was necessary to fulfill his merely mechan- 
ical duties as a telegrapher. The sultan, it 
is true, conferred upon him the title of pasha 
on the occasion of the wedding, and at the 


and to her new husband a palace on the shore 
of the Bosphorus, near Ortakol. 

The Princess Khadidje was forced to sub- 
mit to the wedding and to the separation 
from her father. But her marriage was one 
in name only. Bhe never allowed Vassef 
Pasha to approach her or even to cross the 
threshold of her domicile, and as soon as ever 
Abdul Hamid was deposed and her uncle 
Mahomet elevated to the throne in his stead 
she at once proceeded to interest him in her 
case. ‘ 

The result of his kindly intervention has 
been that Kemal-Eddine, who, wonderful to 
relate, has survived his long imprisonment, 
has been recalled from Brussa to Constan- 
tinople and restored to all his former honors 
and dignitjes, and now that the princess has 
been freed from Vassef Pasha by edict of 
the sultan. she is about to become Kemal- 
Eddine’s bride. 

That the punishment of Prince Alphonse of 
Bourbon for marrying Princess Beatrice of 
England and of Saxe-Coburg Gotha is not 
likely to Be of a lasting character is shown 
best perhaps by the fact that the young 
queen of Spain's favorite brother, Leopold 
of Battenberg, and the one who is on terms 
of greatest intimacy with his brother-in- 
law, King Alfonso, was at Coburg at the 
time of the wedding there and officiated as 
best man at the ceremony. As I mentioned 
in these letters when news thereof was re- 
celved here by cable, it was clear that the 


‘king would be compelled by his ministers 


to inflict some disciplinary punishment upon 
the prince fgr marrying without the consent 
of the crown. The latter, by the terms of the 
Spanish constitution, is indispensable to the 
marriage of every infant or prince of the 
reigning house, and not only must be signed 
by the king but be,countersigned by the 
prime minister. : 

The king, who is extremely fond of his 
cousin and namesake, was ready enough to 
give the necessary sanction. But Premier 
Maura absolutely declined to be a consenting 
party to the union, owing to the refusal of 
the princess to become a convert to the 
Roman Catholic faith. Then, too, Prince 
Alphonse rendered himself guilty of an in- 
fraction of the military regulations by wed- 
ding without obtaining the consent of his 
commanding officers and of the war depart- 
ment. However, the measures adopted with 
regard to the young prince are merely tem- 
porary. Premier Md@ura’s cabinet is totter- 
ing, and his successor is likely to show him- 
self more pliable to the wishes of the king 
and the two queens and to countersign the 
royal decree of Alfonso XIII., restoring to 
the prince all the honors of which he was 
deprived the other day. 

While the rehabilitation of the prince at 
Madrid is assured it will be a far more diffi- 
cult task to reconcile his father, Prince An- 
thony of Orleans, duke of Galliera, to the 
match. He already has notified his Bon that 
he will no longer grant him any allowance 
for having magried without his consent, and 
has intimated that he will have nothing more 
to do with him and will exclude him as far 
as possible from any share in the inheritance 
of his wealth. It ts Prince Antheny who 
has all the money, his wife, the Infanta 
Eulalie, from whom he is separated, being 
atways in financial difficulties and in strait- 
ened circumstances. Moreover, Prince An- 
thony is not easily amenable to the Influence 
of his French and Spanish kinsfolk, by whom 
he has for many years been almost complete- 
ly cut adrift as well as boycotted by all the 
reigning houses of Eurdpe.

In England a good deal of popular.indigna- 
tion has been expressed on the subject of the 
penalties to which Prince Alphonse has been 
subjected by the Spanish government for 
wedding the princess. But if Alphonse has 
been deprived temporarily of his rank as an 
infant and as a prince of the blood for mar- 
rying a Protestant, Princess Beatrice has, 
by virtue of the terms of the British consti- 
tution and of British law, been deprived for 
all time of her place in the line of succession 
to the English throne for becoming the wife 
of a Roman Catholic. 4

While the 2 cent rates were in effect in 
Missouri the rates were withdrawn, but since 
the local rates in that state have been raised 
to 2% and 8 cents it was decided to make 
concessions for parties. The other roads 
are expected to take similar action. ‘ 

Nebraska Sifting Out Rates. 

The railroads operating in Nebraska have 
been notified to appear before the Nebraska 
state railroad commission in the course of 
the next two months, a different date being 
fixed for each road, to show cause why their 
local freight rates between points in the 
state should not be reduced. The commis- 
sion has declared the present schedules of 
state rates In Nebraska to be excessive and 
unreasonable and has determined upon a new 
scale for class rates, which it proposes to 
substitute. The rates are made on a mile- 
agé and percentage basis, first class being 
taken as 100 per cent and the other classes 
a fixed percentage of the first class rate.. In 
each class the rates between two points are 
determined by the mileage.
